1, I haT« known f«rg«l Dernardowltoch FP.OFXini, al«o known an 
S«rg*l Borlaaotfitoh ORLOFF, alao known as ^^ergal Dcfflesowitoh FRO'XICH 
alno* 1943 when ve met vrULle he was Perving aa a liaison officer bet\/«en 
the Oaraan Abwekr and General VLASROV'S staff, 

2m FROELICIIf to the boat of ay knowladgOi was born In Riga, Latrla» 
and still speaks German with a rcry slight aooent, Hla father om^ a 
oonstruetlon ocapany In Riga tutd FRORLICH hlsMlf is an eogineer tgr pro> 
fesadon, specialising in the installation of heating and sanitation units. 

3. After the occupation of Intvla by the Soviets, FROELIC!! rmained 

in Riga' and worked for a Soviet construction firm, A short while later, 
aa a result of an exbhangs of persons siTangsd by the German and Soviet 
Oever nm ente, FROELICf! earns to Germany and enlist«I in the tartjy. In 1943 
he Wbs assigned as a liaison officer between the Abwehr and TLASf^OF. Ih 
this position he me inobrtnental in getting positions onjdie ROA^eta^ -^ 
for maaerous refugees flpom latvia. ^ 

4. After the war FROBLICIJ/Vlth Kte " OTfs^ /daugM tgr~and ~seH BRhrma^ 

Aren Bnrlln to Ravensburg and^/fram there to Munidi in 194&« ^ Munich^ — 

he obtained a positi ^ w itlyLINDElC. At this time FROELIcn come into oon-' 
taet with XonstantlanpuRCMIWI, a Ruesian emigre who was atteaiptin g the 

of variojiB Russ ian ily re groups. FROELICH ease lader t he in ~ 
fluados of KRQilADI at this time and, because of his position with LIRDCX, 
hs was able to obtain a house in Jensenstrasse 2, ubieb was set up ae a 
eentsr for Russian emigre astivitieB and fVon which the LINDEZ oompany 
leased two rooms in the basement for storeroom space.

A short time later FROFTJCH movr-l to this addi’ess with his family. 
Still later, the exaet date irj unoerta'n, FROELICH obtained a position 
with the AIS operating out of offloek looated in Galilei Flats _2JLn Hunieh. 
Two of TROCLICH'S olose A>lend«, on4o^HMAM,(Aia,) and one 
also worked in this office. ' < 



5. In 1951 FROFXICH aprro^^ed me and asked me to work for the 
Amerioans. He stated that he was espeolally Interested in debriefing for~ 
mcr Oeraon prlooners^f-war fkom Russia v^o have returned to Germaqy. In 
addition, he was interested in debriefing deserters and refugees «4 k> had 
entered Western Oermary, I turned down this work at this time beoause I 
was employed in a rpecial school nm by the toerloans in Regensburg where 
I was instructing in matters eonoernlng artillery.

6, In th« wlnt«r of 1951 I »«t FROF.LICII again and ho onnouncod that 
ho van no longer working with the Anorloono but for a branch of the Goman 
IS, Ho explained that althou^ thlr branoh was not fully aetlTo ao 7 «t» 
it would boocne the offlolal Goman IS onoo a Goman Araor had boon dovelopod. 
Ro aleo explained that this branch of the German IS which ho ropreeonted 
was short on naterlol <md personnel but as toon as its leader, BLANK, beoane 
a minister, the organisation would get on Its feet* He asked me at this 
tine if I would be willing in the future to return to the US.H as on agent. 

He explained that his organisation had developed chajuels through Cse<dio- 
elovakia ooctending to Runania which were perfectly secure in ap roaohing 
the I refused his offer and he lald he was sorry but that if I ever 

should be willing, I had only to let him kz»w* Then he suggested onoo again 
that I could be very helpful if I should assist in obtaining natarial cotv^ 
coming the from prleonors-of-war who had returned to Oermny* I 
agreed to this. FROKLICI! elalned that he hod left the AIS because he wae 
extrtt'eiy dleap;K>lnted in the lack of professional oapablli ties he had en- 
eountered in hie work with the AIS. clalaad that the only posslblllly 
for truly professional work wae under the direction of the eRbiyonie Ger- 
man Litelllgenoe Servloe.

7* In aajr vork with irrturning prisonars-of-war I nomally recelTod 
about twootiT 1^0 dabrleflng* I vrote a manbar of raporta eon«* 

cmndng railroad llnaa in Fciaaia^ varioua Ruasion Bilitazy Inatallationa, 
and also ^m,9 abla on tho baaia of informtlon I obtained to \irite a do** 
tailed report oonoerning a nev Roasian tank raginant with an ontirel^ nav 
type of orgmiixation* Thla particular report eyidcntally pleased FROn:,TCH»S 
eupariora rery »ueh because I was given a bonus for it* I also was reriuea- 
ted to write a detailed report conoeming iny knowledge of Russian Infantry 
rookata and to outline rqr opinions concerning their futxire devalopcmtv I 
was offered 150 CMs for thic report but was paid 250 DHs after it had bean 
eutailtted* FROFLXCH explained slrply that the report was worth more than 
150 We* FRQBLICH euggastad once again that I accept a steady Job with the 
ibit BLARK as a principal agent but I refused Inaanu^ as I hoped to snlgrate 
to the Ubited States* 

8* During ray recent trip to Germai^ I got in contact with FROFLICH 
la crisr to obtain his assistance In acquiring documentation as a repreeen-* 
tativs of LINDBX In Austria* I told FROELICH that I wanted to return to 
Austria In order to engage In blackHaarketlng, primarily with coffee* FROE- 
LICH knew that in the years 1946 and 1947 I had traveled frequently to Aus<- 
trla under falsa docuaimtatlon in order to engage in black-marketing and 
gave ever y evidence of believing that this was vtf purpose at this time; how- 
ever, he possibly supposes that I ar. employed ly the AIS* FROFLICIf took me 
to the LINDFX ofTioes vdiere I already knew several of tho y)er 0 on»:ol and I 
was able to obtain the necessary papers. FROFXICn introduced me to the 
various LIRDFX personnel as ’’Antonov'’ by which rvmo mo;/t of the people knew 
Be* When it was requested that the neoessary papero be made out In raf present 
alias, it UQD not oonaldared unusual because I am well known an a former 
VLASS07 man and It Is expeeted that I have a tryrlad illapoa# 




9* After FROELKIf end I arranged t' e neoesaoiy docrtaaentatlon 
mattero with LOT?KX, RIOELICH appreadied me again to work for the Amt BLAfIK* 

He eacplained that he could make iqy' stay In Vienna rruoh nlnpler If I were vill-^ 
lag to work for hie offloe* He reaeoned that ae long ae I was to be in 
Vienna in an/ eTent» it would bo onlor logical that I oould earn one extra 
BOni(f« He suggested that I should have a persoruil meeting vdth his chief 
(preraaably BLANK himself)* Re said further that the Amt BLANK alreadf had a 
Oi aiber of representatives in Vienna wlio could furnish me with cafe houree 
and also fonlliarlse me with their wcqrking methods and their basic targets* 

Re eald^ moreover^ that lii'o in Vienna was anorthing but safe^ ospeolallor in 
Tlev of the naiqr pro-^kxneruniot Austrian policemen and that contact vitn the 
Aat BLANK representatives \iould greatlor enhance ay phf'^lcal securitr* Re 
said that he himself had nothing to do with the work that was being done in 
Vlenra and therefore be hoped to intoduce me to hie chief who could better 
explain to me the exact situation and the possibilitlee for aprroeohing the 
Soviet target* Re mentioned in passing that ccanrer.pondenoe would pose no 
problem inaemuoh as the Art BLANK had ntanerous possibilities for sending 
secret doomentfi froa Vienna to Kunioh in complete seourltr* 

10* I tentatively agreed to meet FROVXICH*S chief hit inasDUOh ao 
I oonsidered this to be somewhat risky ^ I arranged the meeting cbcrtly before 
UQT return to Vienna and colled FRO!rLICH*S office and announced that because 
of an tflMxpected change in ny plans^ I had to leave Insnedlatcly for Vienna 
and was sorry to aiss the oprxirtxinity to have a meetiu^ with his chief* I 
aaid that I sould contact FK0EI.ICH the first ti.re I returned to Munidi fron 
Vienna* 



11* To the beat of xtf knowledge the Amt BLANK has its offices in 
Huoleh In losanlngerstrasso UO-C* The cover of this office is Institat Amv 
ficSEUflfaSBK Qagggwart ^ F!10KLICH serroe both as chief of this particular 
office* Ss has one sw^e assistant who is a Oennan and is about thirty )^*eare 
old* Ue also has a Qerman secretary, a wonan whom I believe jfublee ae VROE* 
LICR’S mistress* One other person in the office is a cesrtaln^^IN^ 

(also mentioned in the separate report on Jensenstrasce 2}^ imo was aoe^at^ 
with VLA5S0V during the ^v* Re is a forr>er Ruseion expert oa email arms and 
the author of the baelo field ninua’I of the >nriet Aray on e 7 <all arms, which 
to the best of my knowledge is still in use today* There also are a msnber 
of other personalities in this office, the identity of is unknown to me* 

12* This partlcolor brenoli of the Amt BLANK has a fairly siseable 
net of Informants whose primary Job seems to be to interview returning prisoners- 
ofHMT from the USSR* T>;ey al to collect various Intelligenoe Information and 
pieces of Soviet militery equlpnont* The material obtained from the various 
debriefings is collated and the final results are checked with specialists on 
the Soviet Amy, ^Jr Force, -md ro forth. T in particular branch of the Amt 
BLANK also has a ceparate office in Berlin. FROELICH himself travels fairly 
often to Berlin and pr»^stwahly works with a pepeirate group there* FT^OKLICII 
has told me that the Berlin group works very closely 'vith the Berlin Criminal 
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ftillet* n>OKLICH wvnt'Bo far as to toll ae th&t aoatixtgf; In Wsstsrn Borlla 
with Itfonaats Aron East Qarmuv’ or the Sorist sector of Berlin are swelllsd

the rmef llkelor eonoluslon that the oonpoi^ oerrad only aa a oover coooem for 
intelllgafioe work*
